urban depots, combined with offices 
and waiting room, in the state, has 
just been completed and made ready 
for occupancy by the Buckeye Lake, 
Newark and Granville, ancT'Newark 


__£ity lines, at 12 North Park 'Place. 


Tfhe two latter roads now have their 
headquarters here, while the Newark 


Buckeye 


I.ake and Newark road wil1 he moved 
from North Second street, where it 
now is, to the new office, about Feb- 
ruary 1st. 


The room extends from North Parti 


Place to the alley in the rear, being 
one' of -the largest in the city. 
The 


front half of the room is to be used 
as a waiting room, and seats have 
been placed here for about 100 people 
They are new, comfortable and wel 
arranged, with a large gas stove in 
the center. 


-The 
rest of the room is separated 


from the waiting room, except a pass 
age way on the east side, by metallic 
grill work extending to the ceiling 
thus separating the offices completely 
so that the only way of .entering the 
offices is by sliding, ball-bearing doors 
opening only from the inside. 


There are three compartments, the 


front one. or ticket office, being 14 x 14 
This is a ticket office and for the in- 
formation of the public. 


The next compartment to the rear 


12 x 14, and connected by sliding door 
is the general office, and to the rear 
is General Manager J. R. Harrigan's 
private office, and directors' room. 


This'room is 14x14, finished in oak 


the upper portion, above the panels 
to the ceiling being frosted glass 


• with ffpur ventilators opening from the 
top. The hard woo'd floor is covered 
with a fine Smyrna rug, while the of- 
fice fixtures are all of thev T)est. 


Superintendent. Harrigan's 
chief 


clerk, G. S. Shinnick, will remain in 
charge of- the Newark and 
Granville 


and Newark City interests, while Mr. 
Herald Norgood, of Wisconsin, is the 
stenographer. 


The Columbus, Buckeye Lake and 


Newark road has leased the building 
in the "rear of the rooms occupied by 
the Newark Real Estate company, 
Newark Liquor company, 
and 
the 


Lyons' barber shop, to the alley that 
runs from Church street to 
Norm 


Park Place, between Byrnes' saloon 
and the barber shop. This portion will 
be used as a depot for express and 
baggage, which will be loaded on 
trucks and carried to the car, either 
on Church street or North Park place. 
A switch^-at both- ends of the alley, 
make it possible for a car to be left 
standing .to be loaded, without inter- 
ferring with regular traffic. 
The 


room at the west end of this portion 
of the building, just across the pass- 
ageway from Mr. Harrigan's private 
office, will be used by ticket counters, 
who are now doing this work in Cc- 
lumbus. The. clerks who now do this 
work will be brought from Columbus, 
and all conductors reports will be re- 
ceived at the Newark offices instead 
of Columbus. 


This room is now being used by 


W. D. Harris, ifiaHa'ger of Idlewilde 
Park, as 'an office, but he will event- 
ually have his~oflice at the park. 


It is the idea of Mr. HSrrigan yto 


adopt the same plan in Newark as 
prevails in Cincinnati, to have every 
car which traverses the 
streets of 


Newark, pass, the North Side offics, 
which will be in the"nature of a cen- 
tral union ""depot and station. 


The Buckeye Lake cars coming from 


Columbus will run down Church to 
Second streets, around the North Side t stock 
to the office, and then leave for Co- 
lumbus via Third street to Church.
